Opinion Is Answer 
To Inquiry on Pay 
Of County Clerk 


State's Attorney Robert V. Wil-1 
son today said an opinion he had 
received from the 
attorney-gen­ 
eral declared a county clerk cannot 
lawfully expend for salary, sums 
in excess of the amount appropriat­ 
ed for salary. 
The opinion was in answer to a 
request made by Wilson following 
the July meeting of 
the 
Saline 
County Bokrd of Supervisors. 
It 
was prompted by a county audit in 
May which said that at the end of 
the month County Clerk Don B. 
Garrison would have received ap­ 
proximately $9,700 in excess of 
the amount appropriated for him 
between 1952 and 1950. 
At the June meeting, some mem­ 
bers brought up the contention 
that besides the $9,700 excess, the 
office hire appropriation of Garri­ 
son’s office also ^as more than the 
county board had appropriated. 


Letter to Castle 


Wilson’s June letter to Latham 
Castle, attorney general of Illinois, 
pointed out that on a population 
basis, Saline county could pay its 
county clerk not less than $5,500 
and not more than $7,500 a year 
according to law. 
He also pointed out that the an­ 
nual budget appropriation of the 
Saline County Board of Supervis­ 
ors had appropriated a sura of $5,- 
500 a year for the county clerk, and 
stated that the board had made no 
resolution or ordinance setting the 
salary. 
Then Wilson asked this question 
of the attomey-general’s office: 
"Is the appropriation ordinance 
tantamount to an ordinance or reso­ 
lution setting salaries?" 
He said in his letter th4t the 
audit indicated a sum in excess of 
the appropriation for the county 
clerk. 


Reply to the Point 


The answer from Lathan Cas­ 
tle’s office was to the point. 
It 
said that as the board had appro­ 
priated the sum of $5,500 a year 
for the salary of the county clerk, 
"It must be assumed that such ac­ 
tion is tantamount to fixing the sal­ 
ary of the county clerk." 
"Otherwise," the opinion contin­ 
ued, "the county clerk would, un­ 
der a holding of the supreme court, 
have no salary and would not have 
been entitled to draw any compen­ 
sation during the time ha has oc­ 
cupied office. 
’The county clerk cannot law­ 
fully expend for salary, sums in 
excess of the amount appropriat­ 
ed.’’ 
State Supreme Court decisions 
were cited. 
State’s Attorney Wilson said to­ 
day he still held to the belief he 
gave the board in July that the 
county should first sue Garrison 
and his bonding company in an ef­ 
fort to get back the excess over 
the salary, and if evidence in the 
civil suit warrants, the case should 
be taken before a circuit court 
grand jury. He said, too, that he 
could not file the civil suit without 
authority from the county board 
of supervisors. 


Ne Grand Jury This Month 


Howard Patterson of Tate town­ 
ship, chairman of the Saline Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors, said that 
he went to Wilson after the opin­ 
ion was received regarding the sal­ 
ary payments to see about getting 
immediate grand jury action in the 
case. He said he was told that no 
grand jury could be called before 
next month. 
Wilson told a Daily Register re­ 
porter today that he had the auth­ 
ority to ask a circuit judge to call 
a special grand jury, without get­ 
ting approval from 
the 
county 
board or anybody else, but that all 
three judges in* this circuit are on 
vacation during the month of Au­ 
gust. 
"There cannot be a call for a 
special grand jury unless the cir­ 
cuit court is in session,’ he con­ 
tinued. 
"Our next term is Sep­ 
tember, starting around Sept IO, 
and that would be the time to give 
the grand jury the case. 
But I 
still believe that a civil suit to get 
the money due should be the first 
action." 
Next meeting of the board of 
gupervisors is Thursday, Aug. 16.

3 Bills Vetoed 
By Eisenhower 


WASHINGTON <W - President 
Eisenhower has vetoed three bills 
including one 
that would have 
blocked an increase in rates charg­ 
ed by the Southwestern Power Ad­ 
ministration to electric coopera- 
1 tives and other public agencies. 
Congress passed the power bill 
ion the last day of its recent ses­ 
sion. It would have prevented the 
rate increase until after July I, 
11957. 
Mr. Eisenhower said in vetoing 
it Thursday that sound manage- 
: ment requires that the federal gov­ 
ernment 
fix rates from federal 
I projects which will return the tax* 
I payers’ investment, with interest, 
within a reasonable time. 
He killed for the second time a 
bill which would have authorized 
Illinois and the Army to test the 
effect of increasing water diver­ 
sion from Lake Michigan into the 
Illinois Waterway. He said further 
study of. the plan is needed. 
The third vetoed measure pro­ 
vided additional time for the vali­ 
dation of mining claims held by 
persons in New Mexico and Wy­ 
oming. 


Reduction in 
Basic Corporate 
Tax It Proposed 


WASHINGTON CT - President 
Eisenhower’s small business advis­ 
ory committee has recommended a 
program designed to aid small bus­ 
inesses. The program includes tax 
cuts. 
The first recommendation and 
the one containing “the greatest 
punch,” 
a White House official 
said, would reduce the basic cor­ 
porate tax from 30 per cent to 
20 per cent on net income under 
$25,000. 
The tax rate on net income over 
that amount rate will drop to 25 per 
cent next April unless Congress 
extends the present law. 
The committee said the tax cut 
and other suggested changes would 
have “very little impact” on the 
budget, costing about 600 million 
dollars the first year and some 740 
million the second year. 
Other taxation recommendations 
would permit business to depre­ 
ciate used property purchases up 
to $50,000. 
Such tax deductions 
now are limited to new machinery, 
building and equipment. 
It was 
also recommended that small cor 
porations with under IO stockhold­ 
ers be allowed to be taxed as part 
aer ships. 
Other recommendations includ 
ed: 
“ Favorable consideration” in de­ 
termining profits by subcontrac­ 
tors, many of which are small con­ 
cerns. 
Extension of the life of the Small 
Business Administration beyond its 
present expiration date next June 
30. 
Enactment of legislation provid 
ing “closer federal scrutiny of mer­ 
gers.” 
Amendment of the basic anti­ 
trust law to make cease-and-desist 
orders of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission final, unless appealed to 
the courts, and to empower the j 
attorney general to make demands 
for civil anti-trust investigations. 
Simplification of wage reporting 
by employers for both social secur-1 
ity and income tax withholding.

AMERICA still has a long way 
to go 
before the 
peoples of the 
world 
begin to understand

fully appreciate what makes our 
vast nation tick.

aid, most observers believe that 
we have failed to win solid friend­ 
ships abroad. 
It is not that the 
money was 
wasted, 
for it served 
the vital 
purpose of helping war-shattered 
nations get back on their econom­ 
ic feet. 
Rather, we have clearly 
been,doing a poor public relations 
job on ourselves across the globe. 
“To the educated European or 
A s i a n , 
capitalism 
represents 
mainly crisis, instability, unem­ 
ployment, war and imperialism/* 
said Prof. Massimo Salvadori at 
a lecture at the Foreign Service 
Institute in Washington. 
“If Americans were better ac­ 
quainted with the facts of their 
own 
economy and 
of other na­ 
tions* economies, they would be 
in a better position'to explain to 
the people around the world what 
the American system is and how 
it operates/* 


For this reason we present be­ 
low some of the outstanding mis­ 
conceptions abroad about Ameri­ 
can capitalism and the facts 
in 
each case, as stated by Professor 
Salvadori. 
President Eisenhower 
has commented that the material 
contains “some of the best ideas 
I have seen on the subject/* 
First the misconceptions: 
Our prosperity is not due to the 
capitalistic system but the natur­ 
al resources of the U. S. 
Our economic system is waste­ 
ful and inefficient. 
Because the system is unstable, 
the individual is insecure. 
Fronting as a democracy, 
the 
U. S. is really a plutocracy where 
most of the wealth is in the hands 
of a few families. 


HERE are the facts, according 
to 
Professor 
Salvadori: Natural 
resources are no more abundant 
in the U. S. than in Russia or in 
Western Europe and its far-flung 
dependencies. 
Prosperity 
results 
from the way in which resources 
are employed. 
Capital in the U. S. is more ef­ 
ficiently handled than in the Sov­ 
iet Union or in several of the in­ 
dustrial countries of Western Eu­ 
rope. 
Here the ratio in manufac­ 
turing is one desk worker to seven 
bench workers whereas in Russia 
it’s one to four. 
Depressions are a thing of the 
past unless 
there 
is a 
drastic 
change 
in government 
policies. 
Small ups and downs may occur, 
but we can control the dangerous 
effects of the law's of nature. The 
economy is flexible and there is 
solidarity. 
The 
differences among 
main 
socio-economic groups are less in 
the U. S. than in an” other coun­ 
try. 
The 
ratio of 
farmer’s in­ 
come to executive’s is less than 
half what it is in Russia.

The Hight Direction 


It was cheerful, if not surpris­ 
ing, news that the federal govern­ 
ment had a surplus of $1.75 billion 
in the year which ended June SO. 
Better still was the word that the 
excess had been used to make a 
small reduction on the nation’s 
huge public debt. 
That debt has now been reduc­ 
ed 
to 
$272,750,000,000, 
still 
a 
whopping sum. 
Nevertheless it 
is nice to see it go down a trifle 
instead of constantly up. 
Debt 
reduction has seldom been 
in 
fashion since the early 193Q’s. 
Prospects 
for 
another some­ 
what larger surplus are good for 
the present fiscal year. No doubt 
if it is big enough the lawmakers 
on 
Capitol Hill will 
translate it 
into some kind of tax reduction. 
But it would be a pity if some 
of the extra revenue were 
not 
used once more to make perhaps 
a more substantial slice in 
the 
debt. 
If it is not to be reduced when 
surpluses occur, when will it be?

The good Lord who made us, 
found that we should not be con­ 
structed alike.

It would seem that we have a 
spiritual responsibility to learn the 
limits of ourselves and the adjust­ 
ments we can make.

WASHINGTON IF — Harold E. 
Stassen said today that reports of 
Vice President Richard M. Nix 
on’s “ too extreme” campaigning 
in the 1954 congressional elections 
influenced him to start hi* cam­ 
paign to deprive Nixon of renom­ 
ination. 
Stassen, on leave as President 
Eisenhower’s disarmament advis­ 
er while he directs the “dump Nix­ 
on” drive, said he had been told 
that Nixon's campaigning “had not 
helped” Republicans 
because it 
was “of too extreme a nature.” 
The reports, he said, came from 
Eisenhower 
supporters who are 
worried about the effects of re­ 
nom inating'Nixon for vice presi­ 
dent. 
Stassen said he had been forced 
“ with a heavy heart” to recognize 
that Nixon’s controversial position 
also would hurt Republicans in the 
forthcoming presidential election 


campaign. 
During the 
1954 election cam 
paign 
Nixon pressed the theme 
that Democrats were “soft on com­ 
munism.” 
Stassen made the statement in 
an “open letter” to every dele­ 
gate to the Republican National 
Convention and even GOP gover­ 
nor, senator, and congressman. He 
said he would send a copy of the 
letter to Nixon.

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey held a 
behind-the-scenes meeting Thurs­ 
day night in a hotel three blocks 
from the White House. Dewey said 
he and Nixon and others present 
“ talked about a lot of things” in­ 
cluding politics.

On Aug. IO the former President 
is 82 and less than two weeks later 
he will prove his 1952 prediction 
incorrect by addressing the 1950 
GOF convention at San Francisco’s 
Cow Palace. 
One statement of Mr. Hoover at 
the 1952 gathering has been born 
mat in full measure: "I shall con­ 
tinue to fight for those principles 
which made the United States the 
greatest gift of God to freedom.” 
Here is a pre-birthday survey 
of Mr. Hoovers continuing service 
to his country and a peek into the 
living habits of a man who has 
defeated old age by indomitable 
activity and constructive thinking. 
* • • 
Not since the death of James 
Madison, at age 85, in 1836, has 
an ex-President lived so long, or 
been so active in public life. John 
Adams lived to be 90 and Thomas 
Jefferson lived to be CO. 
Somewhere in the adoption of 
his rugged constitution to a stren­ 
uous regimen of important hard 
work plus fishing, 
walking and 
Canasta, the former President has 
found the secret of useful lon­ 
gevity. 
Just recently he has been living 
at the Mark Hopkins Hotel here 
working as a trustee of Stanford 
University, his alma mater in near­ 
by Palo Alto. He performs many 
tasks for the Hoover Library on 
War, Revolution and Peace, also 
at the Stanford campus. 
But since the 
death of Mrs. 
Hoover in 1944 he has Spent prac­ 
tically all of his time in his seven- 
room Waldorf Towers suite in New 
York. 
• • • 
Here is a typical daily schedule: 
He arises at eight, is brought 
coffee by Daniel, a full-time ser­ 
vant, and listens to news broad­ 
casts. 
He reads newspapers and listens 
to TV and radio newscasts all day. 
which accounts in part for his ex­ 
cellent grasp of domestic and for­ 
eign events. 
At nine his three full-time sec 
rotaries begin their heavy chores 
and callers begin arriving. 
About one-fourth of his time is 
now devoted to work with the 
Citizens Committee for the Hoover 
Report. 
This volunteer group is 
pushing adoption of the second 
Hoover Commission recommenda­ 
tions for improving the work of 
the 
federal government. While 
heading the Commission he spent 
75 per cent of his time on that 
project, much of it in Washington
